Q A Catholic woman promised Allah that she would not 
get married if Allah forgave her sins, then she became 
Muslim. 

Ruling on one who swears about something based on 
what he thinks is likely to be the case, then it turns out 
to be otherwise. 

Taking Serious Oaths While Being Affected by 
Insinuating Whispers. 

She swore that she would not speak to her and she 
sent her a text message; has she broken her oath?. 

Q If a person fasts in expiation for breaking an oath, does 
he have to feed poor people if he becomes able to 
afford it after that?. 

He said to his wife: I swear a threefold oath (of divorce) 
that you will go to school. 

He swore a false oath so that his friend would take his 
charity and not reject it. 
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He swore that he would stop watching movies, then he 
watched a movie by mistake. Does he have to offer 
expiation, and how can he stop watching movies?. 

Ruling on swearing by the life of the Qur'aan. 

She said to her husband: The limit of Allah is between 
me and you. 

He set aside money for the purpose of Hijrah (migration 
to a Muslim country) then swore to give it in charity if he 
fell into sin. 

If a person swears oaths concerning two matters and 
breaks his oaths, he has to offer two expiations. 

Ruling on swearing a false oath in order to reconcile 
between people. 

Swearing by acts of worship is haraam but there is no 
expiation for it. 

She swore a false oath; how can she expiate that?. 

If there is a conflict between his father's instructions 
and doing something he vowed (nadhr) to do, which 
should take precedence?. 

Making a vow [nadhr] to one of the imams. 

He pledged to give some money in charity and he does 
not have that money now. 

When there is a conflict between fulfilling an oath and 
honouring one's parents. 

She swears oaths to her children then they go against 
her wishes. Does she have to offer expiation?. 
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
